Constantinople. Xov. 18.—The fate of Constantinople is being 


decided by a terrific battle which is raging over a battle line along 
the Tehatalja fortifications, while foreign marines are being placed 
about the embassies and consulates in this city for the protection of 
the lives of foreigners. A heavy artilleiy duel was kept up all night 
north of the city under the glare of torch lights: 


Oue hundred men and tweary young 


women have been called to attend the

It was estimated

That the fall 
of Constantinople 


and its occupation by Bulgarians is 
at hand is indicated by the methods 
taken to protect foreigners. 
The 


powers fear outrages by the Turkish 
rabble fully as keenly, if not more 
so, than they do the result of inva- 
sion by a foreign foe. There is an 
army 
of 
hungry, ill-clad, disease 
stricken soldiers at the sates of the 
city between the Tchatalja 
lines 
the city proper, and should it be al- 
lowed to enter there is grave danger 
of it. 


In order to buoy up the hope of 


the Mussulman populace the govern- 
ment today issued a proclamation 
saying that Xazim Pasha, the com- 
mander-in-chief at the front, had re- 
ported a great ^-ictory over the left 
"wing of General Savoffs Bulgarian 
army, which had tried to turn the 
eastern flank of the Turks. 


Foreign residents doubted the re- 
ports of the Turkish minister of war 
that he had taken. SO 00 Bulgarians 
prisoners and had captured 12 bore 
cannon. 


There is little doubt that the Bul- 
the Tchatalja lines 


stronger than they anticipated. The 
Turks are fighting, to the last ditch 
and are making the supreme effort 
to retain their foothold in, Europe. 


London, Nov. IS.—The first Bul- 
garian attack on the Turkish line of 
fortifications defending Constantino- 
ple at Tchatalja has failed.

whole of the Bulgarian army was 
engaged. 
Every available man was 


moYed to the front from the Bulgar-

investing Adrianople.

troops. The Bulgarians with all their 
artillery began their advance on the 
Tchatalja fortifications Saturday and 
continued the bombardment of the 
works throughout Sunday, 
They, 


however, found the Turkish positions 
so strong that they could make no 
impression on them and for the mo- 
ment at least the attempt has been 
given up, the firing according to a 
dispatch from Constantinople ,. ceas- 
ing this morning.

Hyde," the murderer of ^year-old Jo- 
seph Josephs, received by tfie police 
and made public here Sunday. 


The murder of - the—Josephs ^iwy, 
whose entire body, in badly decom- 
posed fragments, was found Saturday 
afternoon in a cess pool near his home 
in Lackawanna, JST. T., after a»searel» 
over a year, is believed by the police 
to be but one of a long series of sim- 
ilar crimes committe'd throughout the 
country by the man who, according to 
his own. confession, has an irresistible 
mania for killing "boys. 


The gruesome discovery was made 


by following the minute instructions 
contained in the cards. 


Young Josephs disappeared in the 


afternoon of October 12, 1911. It was 
at first believed he ha3 been drowned, 
but his father, 
George Josephs, a 


prominent merchant of Lackawanaa, 
insisted that the boy jhad been kid- 
naped and a country-wide search was 
instituted. 


The case attracted widesperad at- 
tention, as the father from time to 
time received anonymous letters warn- 
ing him to discontinue the searen. un- 
der threat that his son would be mur- 
dered. Later developments indicate 
that the murderer took this means of 
creating the belief that the bov was 
still alive. 


In one postal card, mailed from Bos- 


ton, 
the unknown writer speaks of 


murdering a boy in Central ParE, "V 
Y. It reads: 


'•Wednesday night. Dec. 10, 1902, I

ing the common people what the Bible 
teaches -especnng clergy and laity,

"We have previously 


pointed ottt thac the doctrine of 
Apostolic Succession started in the: 
second century, A. D. The bishops 
claimed that they Iiad the same au- 
thority that Jesus had originally given 
exclusively .to the Twelve Apostles. On 
the strength of t*"s rteim they appoint- 
ed and ordained the inferior clergy. 


This custom still prevails in what 


are known as Catholic Churches—Ro- 
man, 
Anglican and Greek. The prin- 


ciple is wholly wrong, nnseriptnral. 
According- to the Bibla the Church of 
Christ is not composed of two pans, 
clergy and laity. Jesus declared, "One 
is your Master, Christ; and all ye are 
brethren." Therefore, "Call no man 
[Master or] Father."3 St. Paul's writ- 
ings clearly show that in the early 
Church the ministers were the serv- 
ants of the Flock, and not of a differ-1 
ent, lordly caste. They were of tne 
people; and when chosen by the Eccle- 
sia by the stretching forth of the hand 
(Greek, cheirotoneo). they were recog- 
nized as of Divine appointment to the 
ministry—through, the Church. 


The customs of centuries were so dif- 


ficult to throw off that many of the re- 
formers coveted the titles accorded the 
Catholic clergy. 
2Cor did they care to 


tell the congregation that its word was 
supreme in the matter and that its 
ministers were merely by die grace of 
God its servants. Others of the reform- i 
ers, realizing that Jesus and His disci- 
ples were not styled Reverend, Doctor. 
etc., declined to us these titles, prefer- 
ring to be called pastors. This custom | 
still prevails very generally in Protes- 
tant Germany and Scandinavia. My 
Christian friends and Bible Student 
associates well know my objection to 
the title "Reverend." and hence ad- 
dress me as "Pastor"—shepherd. Fur- 
thermore, I aia the elected pastor of! 
the Brooklyn Tabernacle congregation.' 
and also of the London Tabernacle j 
congregation. I fa3 to see any ground 
for criticism of my course in this re- 
spect; nor do I make any attack upon 
Christian bretbrea who accept other 
and unscripttfal titles.

The ordination of ministers, of men 


and by man, has been injurious in that 
it aas perpetuated the misconception 
taat the Church is divided into two 
classes—clergy and laity. The ordained 
nave been injured by being puffed up to 
suppose themselves of a higher caste 
than their brethren. The unordained 
have been injured in that human ordi- 
nation has helped to befog their minds 
in respect to the real ordination. Thus 
the '-laity'* have been hindered from 
entering upon the very service whi^h 
God intended should be their chief alia 
and object. In the early Church, the 
Elders were considered merely elder 
brothers of the Church—not elders in 
years necessarily, but advanced ones 
in spiritual things, able to help the 
brethren prr-r>er;y to understand the 
"Word of Gofi and to attend to ail the 
unties and privileges Inculcated by tee 
Gospel for tbe:r preparation for a share 
in Messiah's Kingdom.

particularly valuable to the smaller 
'towns where the fire fighting facil- 
ities are limited and where one or 
two trucks are depended upon 
to 
cover a large territory. With the 
motor trucks the firemen are able to 
get to the scene of the fire quickly 
and can get back to their stations 
without loss of time. 


This would be one of the advan- 
tages which would follow if New- 
ark's fire department was "motor- 
ized." Here, five trucks are depend- 
ed upon for the protection of prop- 
erty. Three of these five trucks are 
in the extreme ends of town. A blaze 
of any magnitude in either of" the 
•extermities of the city means a long 
and tiresome run for at least two of 
the three teams. They arrive at the 
scene of the blaze" jaded and 'wind- 
ed" from the run, for the firemen 
cannot spare their steeds in a case 
of this kind. If it should so happen 
that a second fire broke out in the 
territory covered by either of these 
trucks, the teams are in no condi- 
tion for another long run, and as a 
result, serious 
damage might 
be 


done before the jaded teams could 
reach the scene. 


'A few weeks ago, an error in the 
transmission of an alarm took 
the 


two Central trucks to Front and In- 
diana streets, when they should have 
gone to Tenth and Ash streets, where 
the fire was burning. 
The firemen 


on the headquarters apparatus had 
no means of knowing whether 
the 
alarm was properly transmitted 
to 


the Xorth End station. They found 
the real location of the fire by 
communicating with the operator at 
the telephone exchange. 
Then they 
started with the weary horses on the 
mile run to Tenth street, to make 
sure that some of the city's appar- 
atus was on the spot. With motor- 
driven apparatus, this second lap to 
the scene of the blaze could 
have 
been made easier than the first lap, 
for the motors would have 
been 


"warmed up"' and not tired out as 
were the horses. 


In addition to the advantages men- 
.tioned above, is the difference in the 
cost of upkeep. 
A recent issue of 
the Fire and Water Engineering tells 
of a Texas town whose motor truck 
cost but 32 cents in September this 
year. Kb team could be maintained 
for much less than $32. Many times 
the cost is much more. 


When a motor truck is lying idle 


in the fire station there is no expense 
for grain, hay or bedding.

New York, Nov. IS.—Is was asserted 


Sunday by officers of the New York 
i Police department that the confessed 
murderer of little Joseph Josephs, of 
Lackawanna, X. Y., who also admits 
being the fiend who, December 10, 
1902, 
strangled 
ten-year-old Michael 


Kruek in Central Park, is an insane 
son of a well-knowu New York family. 


At the time of the murder Bere in 


New York Detectives McCafferty and 
Price ascertained that a certain man, 
then living on the West Side, was the 
most likely person to have lured the 
innocent little boy to his death. They 
were developing several clews in their 
investigation and had learned that the 
family of the suspected had rallied to 
his defense. The "skeleton in 
the* 
closet" had been carted away. 


Then, ic was said at police head- 


quarters Sunday, the first definite clew 
regarding this man's guilt was re- 
ceived. It was in the form oFa le'tter. 
"This letter, strange to relate, was 


dated Buffalo, the city to which this 
present series of postcards is being di- 
rected;" said the official 
at 
police 


headquarters. "It told that the mur- 
derer of little Michael Kruck was not 
the Greek flower peddler or jealous 
newsboy, as McCafferty and Price were 
quoted in the newspapers as suspect- 
ing, but a man who, when insane from 
drink, was possessed of an unconquer- 
able desire to kill young boys. 


"The inspector in charge of the de- 


tective bureau at that time at once as- 
signed certain men to run down the 
writer of this letter. They were mag-

The letter is dated Friday, Novem- 


ber 15, and was mailed in Boston Sat- 
urday morning. It is unsigned, and 
the writer asserts his intention of git- 
ing himself up to the Lackawanna 
police Wednesday. The police place no 
credence in the promise of the writer 
to appear voluntarily, and every effort 
is being made through police and Fed- 
eral channels to capture him.

Josephs also received ten days ago an 
unsigned post card in the same hand- 
writing, giving revolting details of the 
murder of his son. AH letters in the 
bands of the police undoubtedly were 
written by the same man, although 
some were neatly penned, while others 
were mere scrawls, in disjointed sent- 
ences. In the letter the writer invar- 
ably refers to being drunk. 
Chief Gilson yesterday secured from 


the Lackawanna Steel company the 
signatures of men employed "there 
during October and November, 1911, 
at the time the Josephs boy disappear- 
ed.
